[Excerpts] Tokyo, Jan 17 KYODO--Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda said Tuesday the government 
is now considering the legislation of a basic law on countermeasures against earthquakes 
for presentation to the current Diet, 


He disclosed the plan in a videotaped interview program in commenting on Saturday's 

earthquake which hit Oshima Island and the Izu Peninsula, killing at least 21 persons 
and injuring more than 100 persons. Fukuda also said the government intends to establish 
an earthquake forecasting system as early as possible. 


The prime minister's interview was videotaped by the Japan Broadcasting Corporation 
(NHK) for broadcast Tuesday night. 


Regarding management of the domestic economy, Fukuda said the government will take steps 
to gradually open the doors of the vapanese market to foreign exports, Relaxation of 
the existing controls on foreign exchenge transactions will be one of such steps, he 
said. 


He said the government will take every available measure to ease *“»e possible impact 
on the industry, particularly smaller businesses, in the process ot the enforcement 
of the open-door policy. 


On foreign policy, Prime Minister Fukuda stressed the government will maintain friendly 
relations with the United States as the basis of diplomacy and at the same time will 
improve friendship with all other countries, He said his fundamental position of im- 
proving relations with both the Soviet Union and China remains unchanged, 


He brushed aside as unwarranted the criticism that this government promised to attain 

a 7 percent economic growth in fiscal 1978 under U.S. pressure in the recent trade nego- 
tiations between the two countries. The matter of economic growth rate is an internal 
affair of this country, he pointed out,

Twenty-one persons have been killed at Kawazu and other towns in the Izu Peninsula 
hardest hit by the earthquake, which measured 7 on the Richter scale, The bodies of 
two victims were recovered Tuesday from a crushed public bus buried in sand and rocks 
on the hillside at Kawazu's Nashimoto section, Most of the 27,000 residents in Kawazu 
and nearby Higashiizu were still suffering from water shor.age because water lines were 
cut off by the earthquake, The defense agency continued airlifting food to the 
Nashimoto section, which was isolated due to landslides, 


With aftershocks subsiding, the residents began to repair their damaged houses, Only 
one tremor was felt during the 13 hours until 10 am Tuesday compared with 180 aftershocks 


recorded until Monday night, according to the meteorological agency, The agency, however,

Therefore ~.. oo. workers and functionaries in all collieries-- 
including the Anju colliery comp’~ --., \ supply coal to the thermal power plants, 
must produce timely supplies of i qu.ility coal in greater quantities. Punctionaries 
and working people in all relate: * es, dineluding the machine, metallurgical, chem- 


ical and building materials industiics, must responsibly produce and supply in a timely 
manner power station facilities, spare parts, steel and building materials, cement, 
welding machines, insulation and other necessary materials. 


The transportation sector mst also transport all materials, including coal, to the 
power plants in a timely manner by better organizing and strengthening the transporta- 
tion system. 


To vigorously and massively carry out the struggle to economize on electricity is an 
important task for smoothly meeting the country's rapidly increasing electricity 
demands.

Peinzalok buying cepot of Nyaunglebin township, Pegu division, and to the depot's staff 

for their outstanding paddy buying perf'ormance during the 1976-77 season. The depot 

won first prize because it was better than other depots in serving the interests of the 
state. The depot exceeded its paddy procurement target, fully recovered the agricultural 
loans given to fraternal peasants and was able to keep expenses and waste to a minimum. 
Because of this, from among the 900 depots in the country, the Peinzalok depot won the 
Ministry of Trade's first prize. 


Revaewing Burma's paddy production and procurement, we can see that in 1963-64, with 
a totel produ of 373 million baskets [1 basket equals about 1 bushel], the [state] 
procurement million, constituting 52.5 percent. 
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However, in 1973-74, of the total paddy production of 415.2 million baskets only 7 
million baskets was procured or 17.3 percent. Similarly, in the 1970-77 season, although 
paddy production was 446.3 million baskets only 142.6 million could be pr ocured--more 
than 13 million baskets below the envisaged procvrement tarrect. 


The failure to procure rice as envisaged poses problems for domestic consumption and cuts 
down exports. Thus, to be sufficient in domestic consumption and to be able to export 
according to targets, it is necessary not only to strive to increase paddy production but 
also to emulate in all aspects of the Peinzalok depot in buying the paddy. We wish to call 
on all the staff of the depots, the party, councils and mass and class organizations to 
dv their very best, and on the peasants to have total understanding and sell all their 
Surplus paddy to the state depots.

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He disclosed that the United States was keenly interested in the "boat people", now 
numbering about 1,200 people in Songkhla and Chantaburi provinces. He said that he 
had assured the American officials that Thai and had done her best on a humanitarian 
basis to provide the "boat people" w’th food, water, fuel and other essentials until 
they are resettled in third countrie 


He noted that the refugee aid fram the United Nations High Commission for Refugees was 
only 12 million baht annually which was hardly enough for the upkeep of the refugees now 
numbering about 97,000. The foreign minister expressed hope that the United States 
would share the financial burden on a long-term basis, which the government is going to 
implement to benefit the refugees. The United States has already accepted about 20,000 
Indochinese refugees “but the number is still small," he pointed out. 


Meanwhile, Ms Patricia Derian, U.S. assistant secretary of state for human rights and 
humanitarian affairs will visit refugee camps in the northeastern provinces of Loei 
and Nong Khai today and "boat people" in Chantaburi Province before returning to 
Bangkok tomorrow,

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People probably still remember the feelings of discomfort that resulted frow the joint 
Thai-Malaysian military operation last year, when fully armed Malaysian military and 
police forces were permitted to suppress the people in Thai territory.

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od achieved an economic growth rate of between 5 and 6 percent last year 
st severe drought in the last 20 years, 
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That was what the National Economic and Social Development Board [NESDB] has said in its 
report on the overall economic situation of the country in 1977. 


Comparatively high crop yields in 1976 led to an increase in exports last year which 

in turn helped to stimulate the expansion of the industrial sector here in Thailand 

to as high as a 14 percent growth rate, the report said, Exports which are an important 
factor in the country's economic growth were around 70 billion baht last year which 

were some 9 billion baht or 15 percent higher than in 1976. And last year exports of 
rice increased by some 45 percent; rubber exports increased by 17 percent while tin 
exports increased by 63 percent, the report said, The report went on to say that imports 
throughout 1977 were around 90 billion baht--an increase in imports, then, of over 23 
percent compared to 1976, This was due to the expansion of local industries which im- 
ported more chemicals, metals and petroleum, and as the result of this, the country 

is expected to suffer a trade deficit of as much as 20 billion baht and a payment 
deficit of 6,5 billion bakt for 1977. The expansion of international trade resulted in 
an increase in taxes collected of 21.5 percent last year while government expenditures 
increased by a little over 8 percent, 


Government expenditures in 1977 totaled 64,337 billion baht, while the income accounted 
for 52,132 billion. This meant that the government suffered a deficit of some 12,205 
billion baht within the national budget. Now that, taken together with the deficit of 
2.896 billion baht suffered outside the budget, brought the total treasure deficit last 
year to 15,101 billion baht--some 8.995 billion baht higher than the 1976 figure. Some 
1.439 billion baht of treasure reserves were drawn to compensate for deficits last year, 
That brought the total treasury reserves down to a little over 8 billion baht, less than 
the treasury bills of 6.4 billion which fell due for repayment last year, 


Regarding tne country's economy in 1977, the NESDB pointed out that the consumer price 
index increased by 8 percent. This was the result of price adjustment fur various 
products such as cooking gas and oil as well as an adjustment in the minimum wages and a 
200 baht-per-month increase in civil servant salaries, The money supply, according to 
this report from the NESDB, increased at a rate of 14 percent in 1977. That was con- 
sistent then with the 5 to 6 percent increase in productivity and the 8 percent increase 
in the consumer price index, The report also pointed it out that investment during the 
last 9 months of 1977 increased by nearly 100 percent over the same period in the previous 
year.

TRIAL OF '18 OCTOBER' STUDENTS POSTPONED 1 WEEK

was postponed until next Monday by the military court upon a request made by defence 
lawyers who complained of insufficient security and harassment by certain elements.

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None of the dev’ence lawyers appeared in the courtroom but some of them were seen 
gathering in front of the army quartermasters department before the scheduled hearing. 


Former secretary-general of the now-defunct NSCT Sutham Saengprathum read a statement 

of the defence lawyers that "since the beginning of the trial, a group of elements had 
intentionally converged in front of the army quartermasters department abusing and 
harassing the lawyers." The defence lawyers in the statement claimed that they were 
"tailed" by unknown persons and added that they were subjected to search everytime they 
entered che courtroom, even after return from the toilet. The carrying of war weapons by 
soldiers near and outside the courtroom was also mentioned in the statement. 


Sutham said he was afraid that an untoward incident might occur and lawyers would not be 
able to perform their duties properly if the confrontation and harassment is allowed to 
continue, He then requested a postponement of yesterday's hearing until next Monday. 


Judge Colonel Phibun Chanthrowong argued the lawyers! claims. The carrying of arms by 
soldiers outside the courtroom, he said, was to maintain security and did not constitute 
in anyway 1 threat against the lawyers or the defendants. The judge said that a search 
prior to entering the courtroom was a court regulation which included everyone, even 
lawyers. ‘Officials have reported that some lawyers had secretly brought taperecorders 
into the courtroom which is prohibited," he said. 


Judge Colonel Phibun maintained that security outside the court's perimeter was beyond 

the court's jurisdiction, He, however, noted that the cheering and applause given to 
defendants by supporters might provoke hostilities and requested the supporters to remain 
peaceful throughout the hearing session. At one time the colonel threatened to discontinue 
the installation of loudspeakers for listeners outside the courtroom if the situation 

proved undesirable, 


The court finally accepted the complaint and agresd to postpone the hearing. A crowd of 
about 1,000 mostly university students, gathered in the compound of the army quarter- 
masters department.

[Excerpt] The Vietnamese ambassador to Paris used photographs of Cambodian "atrocities" 
and maps showing “aggression” by the Phnom Penh forces to present his government's position 
on the Cambodian-Vietnamese conflict, Friday, 13 January. "The Vietnamese people, the 
Communist Party and the Government have always made every effort to preserve militant 
solidarity ith the Cambodian people," he said. However, since Phnom Penh has taken 
advantage of Hanoi's "patience." "we have reluctantly been forced to take military steps 

to expel the forces of Democratic Cambodia from Vietnam." 


These steps simply constitute “legitimate defense’ and Vietnamese forces “have not occupied 
a single square inch of Cambodian territory” nor does Vietnam claim any of it. When 
questioned on the presence of Vietnamese troops in Cambodia, on the “right of pursuit” 
or on fighting taking place cn Cambodian territory. Mr Vo Van Sung merely repeated that 
Vietnam had taken “legitimate military defense measures after several years of restraint.

The Dow Jones Industrial Average is usually considered one of the barometers of the U.S, 
economy, The nosedive of this index exposes the bankruptcy of various optimistic ideas 
about the New York Stock Exchange. 


After recalling the empty promises repeatedly made by Carter after his election to the 
White House--such as reducing unemployment and inflation, balancing the budget and so 
forth--which did not help dispel the pessimism and worry of U.S, business circles 
concerning his vague policies and which only served to further deepen the contradictions 
among the various U.S, capitalist cliques, the article says: 


The year 1977 ended with the Dow Jones Average dropping almost 200 points below what it 
was early in the year and with the I',S, weekly magazine TIME commenting bitterly that the 
New York Stock Exchange had gone through ure of its worst years, at times remaining 
inactive and virtually lifeless. Reflecting the gloom of Wall Street, U.S, economist 
(Peter Bergsen) said: "We hate stocks, we hate ourselves and our customers hate us. 


New predictions about the economic situation in 1978 are pessimistic, The general public 
holds that the tempo of economic recovery will continue to slow down, inflation will 
increase and the unemployment rate will remain high, The most optimistic predict that 
the rate of investment in the first half of this year will increase only 5.4 percent as 
compared with 8 percent in 1977.

and improving the quality of products in light industry, including the processing indus - 

try, and the production of art works for export--which are strong points of the city-- 

as well as in other sectors such as mechanical engineering, chemistry, electronics and 

handicrafts which must be strongly develcped and modernized. 


We must gradually turn assembly and repair establishments into factories manufacturing 
machinery, consumer goods, badly needed spare parts and good quality mechanized and hand 
tools for agriculture.

[Text] More progress was made in th: signing and implementation of economic contracts 
in 1977 than in 1976. While in past years the signing of contracts for the purpose of 
formulating annual plans was carried out only in some places, in 1977 this practice was 
extended to almost all grassroots-level units of the central and local economic sectors, 


In 1976 the various technical supplies corporations of the Ministry of Supply in the 
northern provinces signed from 40 to 60 percent of the expected contracts. In 1977 they 
signed contracts with 75 to 100 percent of their customers, By the end of the second 
quarter of 1976 the General Railway Department had signed only 40 percent of the planned 
contracts; but by the end of the first quarter of 1977 it had signed contracts with 40 
major consigners, fulfilling 75 percent of the plan. 


The agricultural supply corporations of Thanh Hoa, Ha Son Binh, Ha Tuyen, Binh Tri 
Thien, Hai Hung and Ha Bac provinces started signing economic contracts in 1976 and 
signed 70 to 100 percent of the planned contracts in the beginning of 1977. By June, 
Thanh Hoa, Ha Bac and Ha Tuyen had fulfilled 50 percent of their annual plans; in 
many areas, supplies were delivered directly to the cooperatives. 
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Contracts for the collection and purchase of goods for export were drawn up fairly 
rapidly. in the first quarter of 1977, procurement of 18 out of 29 types of goods 
either met or surpassed the plan; and the procurement of six major types of goods-- 
including coal and fine art products--ran from 90 to 200 percent of the planned norms, 


Two-way economic contracts have long been used, but often in a lackadaisical manner, 

In 1977 Thai Binh, Ha Bac, Hai Hung, Bac Thai, Ha Son Binh, Thanh Hoa, Nghe Tinh and 
Binh Tri Thien began paying attention to guiding their signing and implementation, 
Contracts for the purchase of small industry and handicraft products were used more 
broadly. Son Tay and Ha Dong cities fulfilled by 100 percent the planned norms for 
signing contracts on the procurement of goods for export and machinery and equipment 
for agriculture, ‘The light industry and handicraft sector of ta Son Binh overfulfilled 
its plan by 3 percent, with many types of products destined for export, 


Beside these goods points, there are many shortcomings, notably the failure to conclude 
economic contracts and the lack of control figures which help in formulating plans and 
justifying them while they are under study for approval, as provided for in decisions 

No 54-CK and No 93-CT of the Council of Ministers. The chief cause of this is that 

various administrative echelons are too slow in setting planned norms, [n some places, 

the norms are not standardized, Many problems arising from the implementation of contracts 
at the grassroots level have not been resolved by higher echelons; and in some cases, 

such problems have been left unsolved by the end of the year. There have been many 
instances in which set norms and laws are not respected by various sectors, echelons 


and grassroots-level units, 


A noteworthy point is that various ministries, local administrative echelons and 
establishments have yet to fully understand the principles of socialist economic 
management and have not yet closely linked planning work with the signing of economic 
contracts. Many units have repeatedly violated prescribed regulations, In the 
implementation of transport contracts, most consigners do not know the quantity of 
goods that must be transported in each period of time. Consequently, they cannot enter 
into yearly contracts and only quarterly or monthly contracts are signed. 


The transportation sector has not yet been able to coordinate transport activities 

with cargo handling work at terminals and ports, thereby causing many difficulties to 
consigners, wasting time and means and suffering losses of goods. Irregular transport 
plans are numerous and as a result, regular plans covered in the contracts already 
signed are abandoned but nobody assumes responsibility for this. Moreover, the goods 
transported are not properly measured; they are calculated in terms of ship or car loads 
and therefore serious losses have occurred, 


Contracts for the supply of materials do not clearly state the specifications of goods; 
nor is the progress of production plans taken into consideration, Therefore, they do 
not effectively support production. The most serious weaknesses have been found in those 
contracts for the supply of forestry products and coal, 


The signing of contracts for capital construction is usually obstructed by investment 
plans, Since management of construction work is weak in many respects, co .uracts are 
often signed as an excuse for legalizing liquidation, Especially toward the end of the 
year, liquidation is performed although the project involved has not yet been 

completed in order to secure investment capitai for the state, 
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The foreign trade sector has nct signed contracts for imports because it cannot find 
sources of goods, Meanwhile, some contracts already signed have not been implemented, 
It is necessary to adjust or change many points in the import code in order to facili- 
tate the signing and implementation of contracts, 


Contracts for the purchase of light industry and handicraft products have not been 
fully implemented by the various state-run units with regard to the supply of materials, 
the observance of norms for wastage of raw and other materials, and the registration of 
(?products}, Many cooperatives have engaged in illegal businesses, producing a fairly 
large amount of goods for sale on the free market, 


Two-way economic contracts are very important but specific system and policy have not 
yet been established to deal with them, Many sectors and echelons are not yet fully 
aware of the effectiveness of contracts and, consequently, they are stow in signing 
and implementing them, 


In the southern provinces, contracts have, in most cases, been concluded with private 
individuals, not in accordance with the prescribed regulations, [In general, many 
loop-holes and shortcomings exist in the course of drawing up and implementing con- 
tracts, Therefore, many sectors have spent large amounts of capital but can only 
procure a small quantity of products, 


In order to satisfactorily carry out the system of economic contracts we must create 
a vigorous change in thinking and uphold the spirit of scrupulously carrying out the 
law, especially economic laws. All sectors, eche’ons and grassroots-level units 
must make economic contracts truly a basis for the formulation and implementation of 
their plans and an important tool to combine planning work with the use of market 
relations and make this a regular practice of grassroots-level economic units, 


NHAN DAN URGES EFFICIENT USE OF CAPTURED CONSTRUCTION MACHINERY

Use Mechanical Construction Machinery in the Southern Provinces" ] 


[Summary] "In the southern provinces, the construction sector controls and uses many 
types of construction machinery and equipment formerly belonging to the U.S,-puppets, 
According to initial statistics, a number of state-run central construction and installa- 
tion establishments, contractors, corporations and private combines in Ho Chi Minh City 
have thousands of pieces of construction machinery and equipment at their disposal; 
this is not to mention the construction machinery belonging to the various services 

and offices of the southern provinces and cities and those pieces of equipment which 
are still lying unclaimed in various places. Many of these machines have a _crge 
capacity and a high efficiency rate, such as 280-335 hp internal combustion engines; 
wheeled cranes with a 70-ton lifting power; tracked cranes with 110-ton Lifting power; 
earth scrapers with a capacity of 24 cubic meters per hour; rock crushers with a 
capacity of 400 tons per hour, and so forth," 


It is the responsibility of the conrtruction sector to satisfactorily maintain and 
effectively utilize the great existing construction means in the south in order to 
reduce investments for equipment in coming years and to contribute to successfully 
carrying out the annual state construction and installation plans. 


Prior to liberation, all methods and norms for machinery maintenance and utilization 
were patterned after those of foreign countries, especially those of the United States; 
but they were not consistent with local conditions, 
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Repair facilities for construction machinery were quite negligible and repair work 
was done with spare parts imported from foreign countries. However, some mangerial 
measures--thanks to application of the experience, technology and mangerial success 
of industrially developed countries--had certain advantages with regard to the use 
of electronic computers and the filing of technical records. 


At present, the use of construction machinery by a number of state-run construction 

and installation establishments poses many problems that must be resolved. Only about 
54 percent of the machinery is in working condition; and some corporations have utilized 
only about 26 percent of their vehicles and machines. Investment in technical equipment 
for machinery repair in various corporations has been small, while quantities of spare 
parts are insufficient. In many places, vehicles and machines are now useless chiefly 
because they have been vannibalized for parts. 


"Meanwhile, the distribution of construction machines is disproportionate to construction 
and installation work, Many branches have a large construction and installation work- 
load, but are equipped with only a neglibible number of construction machines and have 

had to buy old machines rom private individuals. Components of some sets of construction 
machinery, especially those of large capacity, are divided among various corporations 

and worksites, and, consequently, their capacity has not been fully utilized." 


Taking advantage of laxity in economic and technical management, many private contractors 
have pocketed illegitimate profits by exploiting vehicles and machines hired from the 

state to the point of causing them to break down, without paying attention to the necessary 
maintenance procedures. 


"The construction of a series of projects by the water conservancy, construction and 
communications sectors requires a large number of construction machines. To complete 

this work, along with procuring new equipment, it is necessary to reorganize management 

and rationally use existing construction machinery. First of all, we must make a detailed 
inventory to firmly record the number and status of construction machines and equipment 

of all the ministries, sectors and localities; on this basis, we must assess the capacity 
of the construction machinery force. The inventory and reassessment of construction 
equipment is aimed at developing the results of the property inventory that was carried 

out at 0000 on 1 April 1976 in the south. We must study a system for managing construction 
machinery on the principles of centralism, specialization and cooperation." 


In order to satisfactorily control construction machinery belonging to the various private 
corporations and contractors, socialist transformation must be carried out to put these 
machines into operation in accordance with the general utilization and repair plan. In 
order to prevent abuse, it is necessary to stop allowing private individuals to hire the 
machines of state units. After firmly grasping the number and conditions of the existing 
construction vehicles and machines in the south, calculations must be made to balance 
plans for investments, technical maintenance and repair, and the import and production 

of spare parts. 


"Tt is necessary to promulgate economic-technical criteria and norms for construction 
machines and to help the various sectors and establishments formulate plans for utilizing 
machinery. In technical management, it is necessary to retain and make good use of 
technical records and to compile technical manuals for the operation, maintenance and 
repair of equipment." 


The reorganization and strengthening of the management of the construction machinery 
force in the southern provinces will bring about great economic results, contributing 
to accelerating the construction of the projects laid out in the 1976-1980 5-year plan.

[Text] Our entire country is emulating in productive labor to effect a far-reaching 
change in the national economy and to fulfill the state plan for 1978.

This year, the guidance of production and management of the economy must fully reflect 
the viewpoint of the fourth party congress that “labor productivity, quality of products 
and results of production work must be incessantly improved."

and caused excessively high production costs. Some localities have sent tens of thousands 
of people to various worksites but have failed to supply them with sufficient tools; 
others have dug many canals and ditches which serve no antidrought, antiflooding or 
orrigation purposes. Not a few localities still indulge in the habit of carrying out 
production without regard to cost or in a haphazard manner, paying no attention to gains 
or losses, and having to rely on state subsidies every year. Many localities are fond 
of showiness and bent on doctoring their reports to show off their achievements. 


This year we are determined to overcome these shortcomings and to increase production 
in order not only to meet our needs but also tc begin the accumulation of capital. We 
must closely combine all production and construction norms with financial ncrms and pay 
attention to economic results in all production and construction work, 


In the present situation of our country, each production and construction unit and each 
sector must immediately take stock of their assets in order to know for sure what and how 
much they have, and to firmly control their work force and material means. Depending on 
the tasks and plans assigned to them, they must bring into full play all production 
capacity and make rational use of manpower, supplies, equipment and capital in accordance 
with progressive norms in order to increase labor productivity, improve the quality of 
products, and lower production costs. They must seek all means to make the fullest use 
of social work force, find jobs for all people of working age, and insure that everyone 
performs the number of work days and work hours required with ever higher quality. 
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The entire country as well as each sector and locality should hold fast to the 
viewpoint that we must rely on our greatest advantage and asset--abundant manpower--to 
make the best use of all natural resources, including land, forests and seas, and the 
existing or soon-to-be-built material and technical bases with a view to creating a 
large amount of wealth for society. 


In various industrial sectors, we should mobilize all sources of supplies for production, 
make the fullest use of local raw materials to gradually substitute for imported supplies, 
save every bit of raw materials and every drop of fuel, and fully coliect all kinds of 
waste material and products for reuse. 


We mist strictly implement and gradually expand the application of progressive norms on 
labor and on the use of supplies and raw materials in order to quickly equal and surpass 
the labor productivity in the prewar period. We must attach importanceto investing in 
depth and to improving organizational work in order to make better use of existing 
equipment. For example, we should redistribute work in the engineering sector, increase 
operating hours of equipment in the power sector, balance production lines in the coal 
sector, acquire more cargo handling equipment to quickly unload railroad cars and ships, 
and so forth. 


In the construction sector, we must concentrate on quickly building and completing key 
projects and other projects urgently needed for production work. We must promptly 
overcome the practice of scattering investment funds and prolonging construction time, 
which have caused considerable waste of money and manpower,

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STUDENTS, 66 GENERATION MEMBERS MEET, DEMONSTRATE IN BANDUNG

{Excerpts] Jakarta, Jan. 16 (AFP)--Anti-riot units cordoned off the center of Bandung 
this weekend as thousands of students were demonstrating and yelling at the provincial 
parliament, the city hall and the local security agency headquarters. 


The capital of West Java was again the hottest city in Java as the students! demonstra- 
tions took place the day after a gathering of the "66 Generation" movement there had warned 
that "the New Order" diverted farther and farther away from its original ideals making 
correction necessary "to prevent President Suharto from meeting with the fate as Sukarno", 


Bandung's central streets, mainly those leading to government buildings, were closed 
to traffic on Saturday because of the demonstrations, described as the biggest since 
last October, and even pedestrians were not allowed to enter the area, 


Under tight control of the police and trooops of the Bandung garrison, several groups 
of students totalling thousands could proceed to the assembly building, the city hall 
and the security command while another group went to a school for mentally retarded 
children which, according to reports, was expecting to be visited that very day by the 
Indonesian president's wife, Mrs Tien Suharto. Reports said that Mrs.Suharto cancelled 
her trip to Bandung. 


Students were carrying posters critical of the government and the provincial parliament a 
and at the front yard of the assembly building one company of armed troops were especi- 
ally stationed to control them, but no clash was reported. Students waited there for 

2 hours until the vice-speaker of the parliament came out saying that he was ready to 
read the posters. 


Holding up their posters, students yelled "MPs love their seats too much", "The parliament 
is sleeping", “Indonesia may be proud of her increasing rice import", The vice-speaker, 
Mr Arief Sumantri, refused to have a dialogue with the students and after 1 minute 

said: "All right students, I have read the posters, now let me go", 


Several hundred people had participated the day before in a gathering of the "66 
Generation" movement. They urged the government to change its policy because the 
mission of the "New Order" was not limited only to topple "the 01d Order" (Sukarno) 

and eliminate communism but also included improvement in social life, economy, politics 
and culture. 


During the gathering, which commemorated the 1966 uprising against the Sukarno regime, 
one of the leading exponents of the "66 Generation", Bonar Siagan, called for total 
redirection of the struggle "the New Order" had so far achieved. The chairman of the 
Bandung Teachers Training College said that the armed forces statement of December 15 
(promising to crush any attempt to undermine the national leadership or to jeopardize the 
forthcoming session of the parliament) should not be misused to uphold personal power. 


Anti-Suharto Resolution Issued

student council and the student association and read out during the rally today, the 
Jakarta evening paper SINAR HARAPAN reported. 


The resolution demanded that the political party factions in congress present another 
national figure, of impeccable integrity, for the candidacy. It demanded that the 
congress carry out the student's demand contained in their so-called "October Declaration" 
which in principle called for a full restoration of constitutional life. The resolution 
also demanded that the armed forces stand above all and any groups. 


The report said the student resolution was read aloud by a student representative and 
repeated en masse by the 3,000 students gathered. In a speech, student council chairman 
Hery Ahmadi said the rally was an expression of the determination of the students. He 
said he was convinced the action would get the support of the people. Bandung Institute 
of Technology students will not budge from their demands, even if they will have to pay 
for it with their lives or with detention by the authoritiew, Ahmadi reportedly said, 


He said the students were determined to take to the streets if possible, because such 
action was considered by the students to be constitutional. "Those who say it is 
unconstitutional are in effect saying this government with the support of street 
demonstrations in 1966 is also unconstitutional," Ahmadi said according to the report. 


The institute's students met Sunday night at the campus for discussions, Present were 
former Jakarta student leader Hariman Siregar and others involved in the student riots of 
January 1974 in which 11 people were killed and an uncounted mass of private property 
destroyed. 


The student resolution read out today was the most outspokenly anti-Suharto demonstration 
so far, although posters carried during earlier actions hinted at alleged misbehavior 
by his family.

After the meeting which was held in Jakarta today, Sanusi Hardjadinata, Mohammad Isnaeni, 
Hardjanto Sumodisastro, Sabam Sirait and Usep Ranuwidjaja all agreed that the formation 
of the new central executive board was tle result of a consensus reached during their 
deliberations, which were held with the national interest in mind and with the desire 
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to help insure the success of the forthcoming session of the people's congress. 
It is also the task of the new central board to call a party congress after the 
people's congress session, 


With the formation of the new central executive board, the Indonesian Democracy Party 
will consolidate its internal affairs, including the integration of rival party 
branches.

(installation and rehabilitation centre) was hetter off, Although the meals might be 
called rather dull (no adequate meat) there was no visible sign of malnutrition like 
that which probably exists in some parts of Java. 


He visited the island, the amhassador stated, because he felt strongly for human rights 
which had in the past affected relations between Indonesia and Britain. 


Replying to questions, Ambassador Ford was certain that officials from Amnesty International 
in London would await his reports about improved conditions of the island. The British 
ambassador felt privileged to do so if requested. His visit to the island would be 
exprected to favourably influence the International Red Cross Society. 


Ford said he could speak freely with the detainees as well as with the indigenous 
population. Ambassador Ford, however, would like t improvements in the field of 
mail delivery, health, education and communicatio:r - Jities. Improved facilities would 
discourage the detainees from leaving the island atu.: t .y had been set free, he said. 


"For one thing, Buru Island cannot be compared with concentration camps in some other 
countries because one finds only a few armed guards without barbed wires," he added,

Repayment period is from 20 to 25 years, with a 7-year 
grace period. 


In brief remarks, Mr Ishahara said the Philippines was now the second biggest recipient 
of OECF loans on a yearly basis and the third biggest recipient on an outstanding 
balance basis. The OECF has committed a total of 5.6 billion dollars in loan to 
recipient countries, of which 482 million dollars has been extended to the Philippines, 
a palace announcement said.
